It was added that the ex-j 
I rímenla had shown it to be pos­ 
sible to shoot “bomb-laden planes" 
without pilots, at the targets on or J 
off the ground with astounding ac- 
euracy. 
"In actual work, with these auto- j 
mat ic 
pilots," 
the 
announcement! 
said, “hundreds of automatic take­ 
offs and a number of automatic j 
flights of 90 miles and more have 
been made. This ‘pilot* is capable of 
being mounted in any type airplane 
and in bumpy weather will hold a 
plane much steadier than a human 
pilot and wiU carry it an absolutely 
true course, regardless of fog or ad­ 
verse weather conditions." 
In the long series of tests 
just 
concluded the machine used was one 
of the smaller types, having a span 
of only 20 feet* a 60 horse-power mo­ 
tor, capable of carrying a useful load 
of 250 pounds, equipped with an au­ 
tomatic pilot which takes it off the 
ground, levels off at any predeter­ 
mined height and will rise to unus­ 
ual heights. Except for natural de­ 
viations of flight due to unfavorable 
currents the control machinery holds 
fast to its course for the limit of its 
gas supply, which in the equipment 
of the experimental aircraft makes 
possible a sustained flight of two and 
one-half hours.

GRAIN TRADING CASE 
TO HIGHEST COURT 


By Associated Pr*sa. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 15.—Indications 
of 
whether further hearing of the Chi­ 
cago board of trade suit to test the 
constitutionality of the new federal 
grain futures trading act will be held 
in district court here or in the Unit­ 
ed States supreme court was expect­ 
ed to be given today.
